PROMISED PEACE 


IS NOT IN SIGHT 


General Cardona has set his effective 
military machine in motion again, his 
report today showing a renewal of the 
Italian 
thrust 
in 
the 
direction 
of 
Trieste. 


The new advance was scored on a 
two and a half mile front south of 
Castagnavizza, along which the Ital- 
ians pushed something like a quarter 
of a mile nearer their goal. 
The pro- 
cess of hemming in Duino on the coast 
to the south, an important outlying <le- 
fense of Trieste, is in progress over 
this immensely difficult ground on the 
Carso plateau. 


The Germans are showing a dispo- 
sition to continue their attacks on the 
Aisne front. 
The yanr.ounced 
today 
the capture by surprise of a French 
position about 1,000 yards long north- 
east of Soissons. 
In reporting 
this 
engagement last night the Paris war 
office declared the Germans wei e ex- 
pelled from all but a few elements of 
the advanced trenches in which they 
had gained a foothold. 


British bombs again were dropped 
by the ton last night upon 
German 
bases along the Belgian coast. 
This 
was the second successive 
night 
in 
which extensive bombing 
operations 
were carried on by the British. 


The atrial activity by the entente is 
coupled With an increasingly violent 
artillery battel in the Ypres district. 
No infantry movements 
aside 
from 
British raids in force, however, have 
yet developed on the Belgian front. 
The taking of moi-e than 12,700 pris- 
oners on the Franco-Belgian front dur- 
ing May together with three guns, 211 
machine guns and other material is 
claimed in the German official state- 
ment. 


Private Advices Say Polit- 
ical Results Anger the 
People Generally. 


Copenhagen, June 2.—Via London. 
11:30 a. m.—Private advices from Ger- 
many tell of growing dissatisfaction 
among the people at large \yith the po- 
litical results of the ruthless subma- 
rine campaign and the absence of any 
indications that it has brought the de- 
sired peace near to hand. 
During their 
long campaign for the unrestricted use 
of submarines, the advocates of this 
measure made very definite promises 
of immediate results. 


"T^wo or three months," 
was 
the 
phrase used everywhere in street and 
newspaper arguments in regard to the 
time it would take to bring England to 
her 
knees, 
ready for peace. 
Even 
though the official propaganda 
has 
since declared the government bound 
itself to no particular time to produce 
results, the prediction that they would 
be obtained in two or three months has 
remained in the minds of the people. 
Grumblings are now heard that al- 
though four months have passed Eng- 
land shows no signs of weakening, but 
on the contrary seems determined to 
prosecute the w^ar more bitterly than 
ever. 


No Longer Believe. 


Statements that France has 
been 
"bled white" and will be forced to re- 
tire from the war have been made so 
often that they no longer attract the 
slightest credence. 
The entry of the 
United States into the war and t)ie 
rupture of relations between Germany 
and the bulk of the neutral world out- 
side Europe is now taken seriously and 
regarded with gloom.

NUMBERS DIE

Terrific Storms Sweep in 
Four States, Killing 
Twenty-Three. 


PROPERTY DAMAGE 


IS PRODIGIOUS 


Coffeyville, Kas., Suffering 
Devastation, Has No 
Loss of Life. 


Kansas City, Mo., June 2.—Tv»nty- 
three persons were killed, more than 
200 were injured and property valued 
at hundreds of thousands of dollars 
was destroyed, according to advices 
today from the various communities 
in Oklahoma, Arkansas, Kansas and 
Missouri which were swept by torna- 
does late yeateraay and last night. 


Coalgate, Okla., the county seat of 
Coal county and a mining center, suf- 
fered the heaviest los^ of life. 
Eleven 
persons were killed there when a tor- 
nado described 
as 
a 
perpendicular 
pillar of clouds three miles high and 
audible 
six 
to 
eight 
miles 
away, 
swirled and twisted through the west- 
ern end of the town. 
More than 150 
houses were destroyed and a number 
of persons injured, some of whom, it 
was stated, could not recover. 
Spccial 
trains with nurses and doctors were 
sent 
to 
Coalgate 
from 
McAlester, 
Atoka and Temple. 


Wrecked, But No Life Lost. 


Coifeyville, Kas., suffered probably 
the heaviest financial loss, though no 
deaths were reported. 
Late estimates 
placed the property damage there at a 
half million dollars, with a possibility 
of the amount being doubled. 
More 
than thirty pei'sons were injured, some 
of them seriously. 
The tornado took 
a course through the residence district 
and cut a path roughly one hundred 
and fifty yards wide. 


At Drake, Okla., five persons, 
all 
members of one family, were killed. 
Two residences and the schoolhouse 
were destroyed there. 


One person was killed at Montana, 
Kas.; two at McCune, Kas., and one at 
Bartlesville, Okla. 
At Morse, 
Kas., 
three persons were killed, several oth- 
ers injured 
and 
extensive 
property 
damage done. From the southern sec- 
tion of Missouri around Buffalo, Leba- 
non and Springfield, and from the mid- 
continent oil field of Oklahoma, re- 
ports of heavy damage were expected 
to come today with the restoration of 
communication.

Washington Denies Tale of 
Negro Republic';? Ber- 
lin Envoy. 


NOT MADE TO CUT 
GERMAN FRIENDSHIP 


Germans Dominated in the 
Republic and Made Use 
of It in War. 


Washington, June 2.-r-Liberia's for- 
Bi6r diplomatic agent 
in Berlin 
has 
published a letter in the Cologne Ga- 
zette, charging that the United States 
coerced Liberia into breaking off diplo- 
jnatic relations with Gei'inany. 


No coercion whatever was exercised 
by the United States upon Liberia. The 
records of the state department estab- 
lished vei-y clearly that Liberia's isola- 
tion is attributable to other causes than 
pressure to cast in her lot with the 
allies, and President Howard severed 
relations with Germany without being 
requested by the United States to do so. 


Dominated by Germans. 


Germans were more numerous than 
a n y other nationality in Liberia before 
t h e war and controlled the 
greater 
p a r t of that country's foreign trade. 
Consequently, upon the outbreak 
of 
hostilities, the British and French hav- 
ing satisfied themselves that the Ger- 
m a n s were actively aiding the Berlin 
government in the war and had estab- 
lished wireless stations on the coast 
through which they are communicat- 
ing with German submarines and raid- 
ers on the trade routes on the South 
Atlantic, sought in vain to induce the 
Liberian government to get rid of the 
Germans and then as a 
compulsory 
measure withdrew all their merchant 
Ships from the Liberian trade. 


Conditions Were Desperate, 


As there were practically no other 
available ships Liberian commerce was 
immediately checked and in a short 
time the counti-y was in a deplorable 
financial 
condition, half starved 
and 
unable to pay the accrued interest on 
its debt. 


At this stage, the Liberian govern- 
m e n t adopted a course of breaking off 
relations with Germany and of intern- 
ing or driving out the several hundred 
German merchants. 
But owing to the 
shortage of ships the country's distress 
has not yet been relieved and the state 
department here is using its best ef- 
forts to induce the British and French 
governments to set apart a sufficient 
n u m b e r of merchant ships to reopen 
the country's commercial relations.

HAS FAILED 


(Continued From ^age On«.) 


Questions have been recently asked 
the correspondent by Germans here, 
not in official positions, who are dis- 
gruntled over the results of the sub- 
marine campaign up to the 
present 
time, as to what would be the effect 
in the United States if the submarine 
warfare were now abandoned. 
The 
government, however, shows no signs 
of weakening and is now engaged in a 
vigorous publicity campaign to bolster 
up the waning confidence at home and 
quiet the complaints of neutrals. 


Would Fix No Time. 
It is a matter of knowledge to the 
correspondent that at lea.st one m e m - 
ber of the German government refused 
to commit himself to any definite time 
limit for bringing Great Britain into 
a f r a m e of mind to discuss peace. 
In 
the correspondents' last informal con- 
versation with Dr. Alfred Zimmerman, 
head of the foreign office, a few hours 
before news of the rupture of relations 
with the United States was received in 
Berlin, the minister, who was on ten- 
ter hooks to know what the United 
States would do, declared impulsively: 
"If the United States will only keep 
hands off and let us alone, two or three 
months will be enough,"

Emperor William has won a diplo- 
matic victory of magnitude during the 
past weeks at Madrid which will have 
the effect of paralyzing Spain, from a 
military and naval point of view, until 
the restoration of peace.

Matters appear to be going fine for a gen- 
(feral smashup in Russia. The mass of the peo- 
ple—and that includes the army—^is unable 
%o settle itself to a patient waiting for the de- 
velopment of a government that can hold to- 
gether the elements of a nation and establish 
^orms for the orderly progress of society. The 
people distrust their leaders and it may be 
]that the leaders are not to be trusted, but it 
;would doubtless answer the general purpose 
^nd aspiration better if there should be some 
bttempt for a few months to abide what men 
have come to the top in that seething caldron 
|)f unrest, turbulence and rosy dreams. 


Two hundred millions of people suddenly 
jemerging from centuries of despotic oppres- 
eion will be admitted to offer problems the 
statesmen of any land would attack with hesi- 
tation and misgiving, were all the investment 
)&f circumstance auspicious. The sudden pop- 
J)ing of Russia's long ground-down hordes 
jtrom the sinks of ignorance and tyranny to a 
complete and unrestrained control of them- 
selves and their affairs may well be thought 
to create some perplexities for the negotia- 
"tions of statesmanship in which history is 
rather barren of precedents and guides, for 
they come upon the nation in the midst of the 
greatest of all its wars and in the presence of 
the strongest of all the enemies it ever has 
faced. 
The Russians have snuffed out the 
monarchy, they have made their hereditary 
ruler captive, they have apparently destroyed 
the depotism that for ages had its iron heel 
upon their necks, but they most surely do not 
yet know what to do next. 


"Forty dollars and a mule" was the slogan 
of the southern darkey whose manumitted es- 
tate caught him with no very clear notion of 
what he would do with his new freedom. Into 
the heads of some, who put it into the heads of 
others, there crept the idea that in the states 
where slavery had long held them and their 
race in a sorry bondage, the war had made a 
fair end of the white man who was no more 
to be a political master than a chattel master. 
The misconception was not perhaps unnatur- 
bI, though it was unfortunate, and the negro 
)was helped along in his blindness and ignor- 
ance by those who should have been his bet- 
ter friends. It has taken half a century for 
the accomplishment of such progress as has 
been made in adjustments and readjustments, 
and even after the lapse of so much time the 
record shows little enough. Abuse as the in- 
stniment of disabusement worked no better in 
the south than it ever has anywhere in any 
time. "Whites and blacks both had much to 
\inlearn and much to learn. In each wise there 
has been a slow and labored getting on. 


Buasia's "forty dollars and a mule" is land. 
The peasantry in the army and out of it hun- 
gers for a title in the soil out of which it has 
immemorially wrung but a hard living under 
bondage that the extinction of serfdom itself 
extinguished little more than in name. There 
ii5 plenty of land for all and the way can be 
found to make the mujik, along with his po- 
litical freedom, a landowner and independent. 
That is likely to prove the labor of more than a 
day even after the advent of that good time 
when Russia shall have no military crisis to 
bedevil the management of internal problems. 
There is no ethnographic phase of the social 
and political situation, as the south had it, 
but .there is no saying that something akin to 
it may not survive in the traditional anti- 
Bemitism of the Slavs who have displayed it 
with as much hatefulness of fanaticism and 
ferocity as their masters. At the outset there 
,bà8 been proclaimed as belonging to the Jew 
everything of political freedom and social 
privilege that could be claimed by the ortho- 
do* of the church. The outlook is promising 
in this regard, even conceding that the fires of 
fanaticism and race prejudice, studiously fed 
for centuries, may not be wholly quenched by 
good resolve taken in the flush of a great pop- 
ttlù victory over immemorial depotism.

heaval baffles guessing. A strong hand is need- 
ed, but no strong hand is wanted. From them- 
selves the self-emancipated French, a century 
and a quarter ago, were rescued by the trans- 
cendant genius of Napoleon, who made the ex- 
tremity of the republic his own opportuJiity. 
It may not require the advent of a Napoleon 
to save Russia, but the new democracy badly 
needs the consecration and genius of a "Wash- 
ington—a head that can keep itself against 
the beckonings of ambition and the intoxica 
tions of the rabble's acclaim. If Russia can 
find a man who, until the great body of the 
people can cool off a bit and see ahead, will 
{keep one heel on anarchy and the other on 
prostrate but not strangled autocracy, matters 
may be well. 


HELP TAKE UP THE BONDS. 


The word from Washington is that while 
there is no reason to question that the liberty 
loan will be fully subscribed, there is doubt 
that its absorption is going to have the ivholly 
popular character desired for it. The people 
are not investing as numerously or as heavily 
as had been expected. Financial institutions 
and some of the big corporatipns that have 
made large investments with a view to redis- 
tribution by sales to small investors may have 
considerable blocks of bonds left on hand if 
there should continue to be the same apathy 
of the public toward the loan. This would be 
no misfortune to the banks or corporations, 
for the bonds are the soundest investments 
that can be made and the banks must be look- 
ed to in great part to absorb this and any 
subsequent war loans that may be made. 


The wish is, however, that the liberty loan 
be popularly subscribed. It ought to be. The 
government must borrow money to carry on 
the war and the people have the money to 
lend. They are offered the best security in 
the world at a good rate of interest. They are 
given terms under which any man or woman 
who has a steady income at fair wages can 
purchase one of the small bonds. The invest- 
ment would turn out for thousands to be the 
best thing they ever did for it would be for 
them the first effort to save for investment. 
Down at the bottom, the consideration is and 
it must be that the government needs money 
to finance the war and that the liberty loan 
is an appeal to the patriotism of every loyal 
citizen of the nation. This appeal stands 
above every other consideration that can be 
imagined, but great as it is there is no need 
that it should entirely obscure the facts of per- 
sonal advantage that is gained by every in- 
vestor in the bonds. 


In times gone by it has been made occasion 
for some agitated complaint that federal 
treasury issues were devised mainly and float- 
ed solely to the advantage of the great finan- 
cial interests. Here is a bond issue that has 
been detailed for the most part in such wise 
as that every citizen of the republic may make 
an investment in it. 
Billions are ready in 
bonds for investment of the savings now in 
hand or to be in hand by the great common 
people of the nation that they may have their 
good share in the financial service required 
in war by the government and the substantial 
benefits that such investments confer on all 
who are able to make them. 


There ought to be no lagging anywhere by 
anybody in doing a proper bit to take up this 
liberty loan. It may upon some impose a tem- 
porary necessity for a little closer living, but 
not hardship, and that will be better rather 
than worse. It will be a permanent, interest- 
bearing and wholly secure investment, but one 
of such a character that, should the cash it 
represents be needed in emergency, it can be 
at once converted into money at any bank. 


Take up the liberty loan bonds. Help the 
government by lending it your money. 


MATTERS IN POINT. 


If you are too young or too old to be regis- 
tered, the liberty loan calls to yoii. And it 
does anyway. If you are of military age, re- 
member Tuesday, June 5, the day you register. 
That's compulsory, but there are some who 
may forget to register, as they forget to vote. 
The law in this case has attached certain se- 
vere pains to forgetfulness. Don't forget. If 
you feel like volunteering, conscription sets 
up no bar. Besides, it now appears that the 
boys of the national guards are likely to be 
among the very first to fight under "Black 
Jack" Pershing in France. That is of some 
account and will make volunteering a popular 
way to do the inevitable bit. Those who find 
the way to write the record for all three things 
here set out will be some contented after they 
have been disposed of.

A NEW CONSTITUTION 


The Execution of the Laws, Shows How in 
Indiana the Executive Authority is Divided

Laws must be enforced to be of any 
use. 
The legislature in making laws 
lays down the rule to be followed and 
provides for enforcement through offi- 
cer» who form the executive depart- 
m e n t 
The principal ofticer in 
the 
executive department is the governor, 
who is charged 
by 
the constitution 
to see that the laws are faithfully 
executed." 


Every 
successful 
business 
must 
have a responsible head. 
The man- 
agement of state affairs is a big busi- 
ness involving the expenditure of ten 
to twelve millions of dollars annually 
and it is important 
that 
it be well 
managed If the people are to get the 
full benefit 
of 
their money. 
This 
chapter considers whether we 
have 
such management. 


In the government 
of the 
United 
States there is also the 
requirement 
for good management and the presi- 
dent is made the responsible 
head. 
H e - Is in 
supreme 
control. 
H e 
is 
directly responsible for the success or 
failure of t h e nation's affairs. 
He 
appoints all the managing officers of 
the 
nation, 
directs 
their 
work 
and 
m a y discharge them if he thinks they 
fail. 
The 
people 
can 
look 
to 
the 
president and hold him to account for 
the conduct of the public affairs. This 
is so because the United States con- 
stitution gives the executive power to 
the president and authorizes him to 
m a k e appointments of heads of de- 
partments. 


Let us compare this with the posi- 
tion of 
the governor 
in the 
state. 
The governor is only one of a 
half 
dozen officers established by the con- 
stitution. 
He 
does 
not 
have 
full 
authority. 
The 
constitution 
estab- 
lishes 
the 
officers of auditor, secre- 
tary and treasurer of state, the super- 
intendent 
of 
public 
Instruction 
and 
clerk of the supreme court. 
The gov- 
ernor has practica,lly no control over 
these officers. 
The supreme authority 
of the state is thus divided and wo 
need to look to several officers Instead 
of one for responsible government. 


In recent years a number of 
new 
departments have been created 
and 
the governor is In control. 
He 
ap- 


points such officers as a d j u t a n t 
and 
quartermaster general, public service 
commissioners, industrial board m e m - 
bers, m e m b e r s of boards of state in- 
stitutions, fire marshal, state etomol- 
ogist, state board of charities, public 
library 
commission, professional 
ex- 
amining boards and board of forestry 
and thus has considerable control over 
these Important departments, but in 
general it may be said t h a t the gov- 
ernor does not have control over half 
the Important work of the state. 


To show how authority Is divided 
in the state, let us review briefly the 
way In which officers are 
selected. 
The 
following officers are elected by 
the 
people: 
Governor, 
lieutenant- 
governor, auditor, secretary of state, 
treasurer, attorney general, clerk 
of 
the supreme court, state geologist, re- 
porter 
of 
the 
supreme court. 
The 
insurance, banking and building and 
loan departments are under the audi- 
tor of state. 
The automobile depart- 
ment is under the secretary of state, 
the 
free 
employment bureaus 
were 
established under thé department of 
statistics. 
The state library Is under 
the control of the state board of edu- 
cation, a minority part of whose m e m - 
bers is appointed by 
the 
governor. 
The law library is under the supreme 
court, which is elected by the people. 
The 
state 
board 
of 
agriculture 
is 
under the control of no public offi- 
cials, but the members are elected by 
delegates from various agricultural so- 
cieties. 
The state board of health is 
appointed by 
the 
governor, 
auditor 
and secretary of state and under this 
board is the pure food and drug de- 
p a r t m e n t and the weights and meas- 
ures department. 
The superintendent 
of 
public buildings 
and grounds 
is 
likewise chosen by the governor, audi- 
tor and secretary of state. 
The same 
three officers share the work of the 
state 
finance 
board. The state print- 
ing is under a board of four members, 
one of whom is the governor. 


F r o m this brief review It is plain 
that 
the 
executive authority of the 
state is divided and sub-divided 
into 
many 
parts. 
The 
governor has 
su- 
preme control in some matters. 
In 
other matters he shares the authority 


with other 
officers. In 
still others, 
the governor 
has 
no authority, 
but 
other state 
officials are in 
supremo 
control. 
We need to look not to one 
supreme head, but to several heads to 
place responsibiUty and fix credit or 
blame. 


Compare this with the conduct of 
any great commercial enterprise. The 
board of director of every important 
concern employs a manager, who Is 
given full responsibility. 
He employs 
the heads of the separate departments 
and 
holds each responsible for 
the 
conduct of his department. 
The board 
of directors and the stockholders give 
the manager full authority and they 
look 
to him for success. 
Divided 
responsibility In a business

of responsibility. 
In answer 
to 
this 
it is pointed out that no dangerous 
result has come from lodging the vast 
powers 
of the president, 
a hundred 
fold more than those of the governor, 
in one man. 
In fact the friends of a 
single 
responsible 
executive 
point * 
with pride to the achievements of the 
_ federal executive department. 
One 
; very 
definite 
conclusion 
can 
be 
' reached, 
namely 
that 
responsibility 
j can be more readily fixed on one than 
on many

THE GERMAN EMPIRE AND 
WHAT IT IS AND HOW IT IS 
F A R 
FROMDEMOCRACY 


"We, 
the people of 
the 
United 
States" begins the American constitu- 
tion, thus desci'ibing the source of po- 
litical power. 
But here is the 
pre- 
amble to the constitution of the Ger- 
m a n empire: 
"His majesty, the king 
of Prussia, in the name of the north 
German bund, his majesty, the king 
of Bavaria, etc., 
* 
• 
• 
do con- 
clude an everlasting bund." 


That is, the German empire is the 
creation, not of the German 
people, 
but of the German princes. 
It is a 
bund—an association 
of twenty-two 
states and three free cities. 
It has no 
powers that these states do not con- 
fer. 
The German 
empire 
does 
not 
consist of 
65,000,000 
members—the 
population of Germany; it consists of 
twenty-five 
members, 
that 
is, 
the 
twenty-five communities of which 
it 
is composed. 
The empire is a highly 
artificial hothouse product; the real- 
ties are tlie German states, each one 
of which is the result of an immense 
amount 
of 
history. 
Sovereignty, 
so 
far as the empire is concerned, resides 
In the princes of the several states. 
Just as much now as it did in the days 
when the empire did not exist. 


In Prussia the voters are divided into 
three classes, according to the amount 
of taxes they pay. 
In each electoral 
district the total amount of taxes paid 
is divided into three equal parts. Those 
citizens whose combined taxes repre- 
sent one-third 
of the whole 
choose 
one-third of the electors. 
Those who 
pay the next one-third choose a third, 
and the next, who make up the mass 
of the population, choose the remain- 
ing third. 
In one district in Berlin, 
three 
citizens pay one-third 
of 
the 
taxes, eight citizens pay another third, 
and 294 pay the remaining third. Thus 
the three men In the first class choose 
as many electors as the 294 in the 
third. 


The election of 1903. when the social 
democrats first contested seats in the 
Prussian lower house, concretely illus- 
trates h o w ' t h i s system works. 
They 
cast 314,149 votes and the conserva- 
tives cast 324,157. 
The social demo- 


crats did not elect a single represen- 
tative, while their opponents elected 
143. 
In the last election 
preceding 
the war, the social democrats cast 24 
per cent of the vote and elected seven 
members in a house of 420. 


Practically this same system, with 
certain modifications, prevails in all 
the German states, with the exception 
of the Mecklenburgs, which have no 
representative chambers at all, their 
present system being a clear survival 
of medieval institutions. 


W h a t part does the reichstag play 
in the German 
legislative plan? 
A 
close examination discloses that this 
body, which is supposed to represent 
the people, does violence to the demo- 
cratic idea. 
The laws governing its 
membership really antedate the Ger- 
m a n empire itself; they are the same 
as those which fi.xed the membership 
of the north German 
confederation. 
T h a t is, the "apportionment" of rep- 
resentatives, as we should call it here, 
dates from 1869. 
This provided that 
the representation, as it existed then, 
should remain fixed pending f u r t h e r 
legislation, and that f u r t h e r 
legisla- 
tion has never been enacted. 
That is, 
the representation in the reichstag to- 
day, for the states which made up the 
north German confederation, is based 
upon the population 
of nearly 
fifty 
years ago. 
The theory is that there 
shall be one member for each 100,000 
people, and. on this basis Berlin, which 
had a population of about 600,000 in 
1869, had six representatives. 
Today 
Berlin has a population of more than 
2,000,000, yet it still has only six rep- 
resentatives 
in the reichstag. 
This 
same situation prevails in all the cities 
of the old north German 
confedera- 
tion. 
W h y the ruling powers 
have 
never reapportioned the representation 
so as to give the cities their due is no 
particular mystery. 
These cities are 
the centers of liberal thought and po- 
litical reform, and especially of social- 
ism, and their enfranchisement might 
endanger 
the 
present 
autocratic 
regime. 


asked for specific things with which 
to fight the greatest war of all time. 
Many of his fellow countrymen seek to 
deny him those things, and in their 
denial they are upheld in Berlin. 


The majority of these people, we be- 
lieve, are not "copperheads" or active 
plotters for the aid and comfort of the 
enemy, but "hunkers"—people who are 
opposed to any i-adical action in war. 


In the civil war's beginnings it was 
the hunkers more than the copper- 
heads who hampered .and hamstrung 
the military efforts of the north. 
The 
same thing is true today. 
We would 
meet the hunkers of 1917 as we met 
them in 1861, with the biting words 
uttered by John C. Calhoun in 1812: 


"We have had a peace like war; In 
the name of heaven let us not have the 
only thing that is worse, a war like 
peace." 


In the name of national honor, wis- 
dom and safety, 
let

ride 
down 
"hunkerism," adopt universal military 
service and s^nd an army to France'

This is ,the opinion of Ted Shawn, 
esthetic dancer. 


Shawn has asked Secretary of W a r 
Baker f o r permission to instruct boys 
in khaki in certain types of dancing 
which he believes will increase their 
effectiveness on t h e field of battle. He 
has made his proposal In all serious- 
ness. 


He does not mean that American sol- 
diers should fox 
trot to Germany's 
capital or waltz with Hindenburg a t 
his famous 
line in 
north 
France. 
Neither would h e assault the Wotan 
line in ragtime. 


W h a t he does advocate is a dance 
training for a r m y men that will, he 
says, result in a remarkable develop- 
ment of the eye. brain and all muscles 
of t h e body. 
He, would train new re- 
cruits to master footwork, to build the 
body into a scientific machine respond- 
ing quickly and accurately to t h e or- 
ders of the brain. 


Suppose a m a n stumbles in a bayo- 
net duel. 
Shawn says that his system 
would teach the soldier to maintain, a 
perfect balance on one foot or battle 
f r o m his knees, or even 
fight 
while 
prostrate. 


Shawn wants to train a picked body 
of American athletes in his method of 
dancing. 
These men, in turn, could 
teach "rookies" a t the various train- 
ing camps. 


He is waiting here f o r a reply f r o m 
his letter to Secretary Baker, part of 
which reads: 


"While willing and eager to serve 
in any capacity in this war, I believe 
It my duty to offer w h a t is my most 
highly developed asset—my 
dancing. 


"Dancing will seem to you little re- 
lated to the needs of the American 
a r m y on first thought, but I beg of 
you to consider the following facts: 


"One 
of t h e 
most efficient a n d 
bravest a r m y of Its time, t h a t of the 
ancient Greeks, w a s a dance trained 
army. 
Dancing was a vital and com- 
pulsory part of every Greek soldier's 
education. 
T h e pass a t Thermopylae 
was defended and held against over- 
whelming 
odds by a dance 
trained 
regiment. 


"Dance of this kind is aimed at com- 
plete co-ordination of brain and body, 
and achieves the highest efficiency in 
the operation of the h u m a n body. T h e 
ultimate aim of this training is a body 
which responds immediately to t h e or- 
ders of the brain a n d handles itself 
with the least waste and j a r under all 
circumstances. 
Poise, agility, supple- 
ness, lightness, strength, accuracy, re- 
serve ppwer are all achieved by intelli- 
gent dance training. 


"My proposition is this: 
I will take 
a group of men and train them for 
three months. 
They in turn will then 
be assigned to training camps in the 
fall to teach these principles of effi- 
cient motion in connection with and In 
addition to the regular military train- 
ing the recruits receive.

Is any other way In which you can 
m a k e use of this training, please com- 
m a n d me."

advanced In favor of a new constl- 
^ tution was that the changed condi- 
. ditions of modern life made a new 
constitution vitally necessary. 
Now 
that we are actually concerned in 
discussing: 
constitutional 
revision 
this same change in conditions which 
we all recognize must be the fun- 
damental basis and guide for our 
discussion this evening. 


We must guard against the ten- 
dency to., throw overboard th« entire 


Our method should be to analyze 
these changed conditions along side 
the constitution of 1851 and out of 
a process of co-ordination will come 
an organic law fitted to the needs 
of this and future generations. 


In this connection and in this at- 
titude of mind I wish to discuss one 
general phase of our present consti- 
tution which is in the face of mod- 
ern conditions obsolete and imprac- 
tical. 


Representative 
government, 
ac- 
cording to the constitution of 1851 
is based on a system of check and 
balances. 
Now it is this general 
system which I maintain is today 
obsolete and impractical. 
Let us 
consider what we mean by a system 
of checks and balances. 
This idea 
is an outgrowth 
of 
what 
James 
Bryce in his American 
Common- 
wealth has -termed the doctrine of 
"original sin in politics," which I 
take it is the same as saying that 
the important thing in representa- 
tive government is to hedge the peo- 
ple's agents about with restrictions 
and regulations and then to contin- 
ually watch them in order that cor- 
ruption may not creep in. 


But in 1851, before the development 
of our railroad facilities, before the 
widespread circulation of newspapers 
and prior to the introduction of the 
telegraph and telephone, the people in 
the outlying parts of the state were as 
far removed from their representatives 
in Indianapolis as they would be today 
in Xew York city. 


Hence it was practically impossible 
for the people themselves to exercise 
this function of check on their repre- 
sentatives, and they were compelled to 
do the next best thing. They so con- 
structed their government that 
the 
authority was divided among 
many 
men. 
Then they tied these different 
departmerjt.6 fast one to the other, so 
that cach would operate as a check and 
balance on the other. 


Now such a system was no doubt 
neoespary in 1851, and under the simpli- 
fied conditions of that day worked very 
successfully. But with the functions of 
state government as manifold and com- 
plex as they are today this antiquated 
sysem of check and balances has be- 
come one of our greatc.st sources of 
cornipt nolitic.s and inefficient adminis- 
tration. 


Let us consider it first from the 
standpoint 
of mere business effi- 
ciency. 
Take it in the line of your 
own experience. 
When you appoint 
a committee to do a certain piece of 
work do you divide the responsibil- 
ity among ten men or three if you 
want to get the work done prompt- 
ly? 
We cannot expect to run this 
vast and complex corporation known 
as the State of Indiana, and securo 
efficiency with 
machinery 
which 
breeds inefficiency. Thus while the 
system of checks and balances has 
failed to check abuse of power and 
corrupt politics it has proved ad- 
mirably adapted 
to 
checking the 
progress of the state. 


In the second place, this lack of 
definite undivided responsibility is 
the fundamental cause of the evils 
of which the people today complain. 
It is a very safe rule of government 
that the more the people are at sea 
in 
locating 
responsibility 
the 
smoother will be the sailing for the 
corrupt politician. As long as such a 
system of divided responsibility con- 
tinues we can expect our state gov- 
ernment to be characterized by in- 
efficiency and corruption. 


Now the remedy for this situation 
is obvious. 
Instead of this system 
of checks and balances make the 
people themselves the check over 
their representatives by centralizing 
the authority and responsibility of 
government in the hands of as few 
men as practical, thereby enabling 
the people to'hold these men direct- 
ly and individually responsible for 
any 
inefficiency 
and 
which may 
seek 
to 
rob 
them of 
their right to good government, a 
government 
which is truly represen- 
tative of the will of the people. 
Let 
the golden rule of our new consti- 
tution be centralized authority di- 
rectly responsible to the sovereign 
people.

Validity of First Papers for 
Naturalization is Being 
Discussed. 


With the rush to the county clerk's 
office for second papers of naturaliza- 
tion an interesting question, which is 
being referred to the supreme court of 
the United States, has arisen. 
The 
question in debate is in regard to the 
validity of the declaration of intention 
papers which were issued previous to 
1906. 


Courts in various parts of the coun- 
try. including federal courts, have de- 
cided that the papers are valid, while 
others have ruled that ttiey are not. 
The Allen circuit court belongs to the 
majority which rule that these papers 
are valid and that on the presentation 
of them the applicant can secure his 
second papers. 


An amendment which will apply to 
hundreds of residents of Fort Wayne 
was made to the general law of natur- 
alization in 1910. 
This 
amendment 
rules that any person who has resided 
in the United States since 1905 and who 
has been living here under the belief 
that he is a full-fledged citizen of the 
United States or has been misinformed 
in any way In regard to his naturaliza- 
tion shall upon 
the- presentation 
of 
these facts be given his second papers 
without even showing that he took out 
his first papers.

MISS HARRIS M., TRAINED TO TAKE PACING RECORD 
THIS YEAR, WILL GO AFTER TROTTING MARK IN 1918 


(By Paul Purman.) 


To set a new world record ior pacing 
mares in 1917 and to take the same racer 
In 1918 and make her the champion trot- 
ting mare of the world is the ambition of 
S. A. Fletcher, of Indianapolis, owner of 
Miss Harris M. (2:01 «4). who will not enter 
the mare in the free-for-all stakes on the 
Grand circuit this year, but will campaign 
her in exhibitions in an effort to break 
all pacing records for mares. 


The present record for mares of all ages 
Is held by Dariel and was made on the 
Memphis track more than a decade ago, 
when Alta McDonald sent her around the 
turns behind a windshield In 
The 


record for a mile in the open for mares is 
held jointly by Lady Maud C. and Evelyn 
W. in 2:00. 


In converting Miss Harris M. into a trot- 
ter for the 1918 season, she will only be al- 
lowed to resume her original gait, as she 
was a trotter when first trained. Her 
pacing records will not effect her standing 
i as a trotter and in 1918 she will go after 
i the great trotting stakes on the Grand cir- 
cuit as a green trotter. 


Miss Harris M's. showing last year was 
sensational, and it caused a surprise in 
harness racing circles when she wars not 
entered in the free-for-all class for this 
year's racing. 


The mare set record for three heats in 
a race last summer when she won the 
Board of Commerce stake at Detroit in 
2:01^, 2:01% and 2:04»^. In the first heat 
of thi.«? race Miss Harris M. got off rather 
badly and is said to have been timed aepa- 
( rately in 2:00 for the mile. 


It would be a sensation in racing circles 
if the mare who won the rich Board of 
Commerce stakes in record time would 
come back two years later and win the 
M. and M. trotting classic In the same 
city. 


There are several precedents for chang- 
ing Miss Harris M.'s gaU, one of the best 
known being The Abbe (2:04), winner of 
the Chamber of Commerce stakes in 1910. 
Four years previously as a three-year-old 
he had been campaigned as a trotter and 
took a mark of 2:10%, a remarkable record 
for his age at that time. 


A natural trotter is converted fnto a 
sidewheeler by weighting the inside of the 
hoof. The natural gait is restored by re- 
moving these weights.

Mumps Contagious and Quite Common 
at This Season. 


Mumps 
is 
a 
contagious 
disease 
marked by inflammation of the parotid 
glands, which are sit- 
uated below and in 
front of the ears, and 
sometimes 
of 
the 
other salivary glands 
below the jaws. 
It 
is especially common 
in 
the 
cold, 
moist 
spring months. 


The disease begins 
with pain and swelling below the ear 
on one side. 
Within foi'ty-elght hours 
a large firm sensitive lump forms un- 
der the ear and extends forward on 
the face. 


Children between the ages of six and 
fifteen 
are the ones usually attacked 
by the disease, although grown per- 
sons may become affected. The disease 
in grown-ups is more severe than in 
children. 


The disease is believed to be con- 
tracted by direct transmission 
from 
one person to another. 
It is seldom 
fatal, but it sometimes leaves unpleas- 
ant results. 


For this reason 
the 
sick 
person 
should be well cared for until he has 
entirely recovered. 
A child suffering 
from mumps should be kept in the 
house away from other children. 
It 
must not receive any visitors until all 
of the swelling has gone. 
Other chil- 
dren In the house who have not had 
mumps should 
be kept away from 
school and contact with their play- 
mates for a period of three weeks after 
last exposure, to the disease. 


Children who have had mumps need 
not be kept away from school because 
there is a case at home. 
The quar- 
antine period is two weeks. Before the 
patient is discharged from 
quarantine 
he must be given a thorough bath and 
a change of clothing.

SENTENCE SERMONS. 


Oiling Waters WiU Eliminate Danger- 
ous Pest. 


At least two diseases are carried by 
certain species of mosquitoes, malaria 
and yellow fever. 
All species are dis- 
agreeable pests. 


Mosquitoes breed by the thousands 
In swamps, vaults, pools, mudholes and 
the like. 
Even one old tomato can 
half filled by the spring rains makes an 
ideal breeding 
ground. 
Not infre- 
quently drain pipes 
become 
clogged 
and then tin roofs and gutters afford 
an unsuspected breeding 
place 
for 
thousands of mosquitoes. 


Mosquitoes lay their eggs in stag- 
nant water. 
The eggs develops into 
the larva, then into the pupa or rest- 
ing stage from which it is hatched into 
the full-fiedged mosquito. 
This evolu- 
tion takes from ten to thirty days. 


The problem of mosquito prevention 
is best solved by filling, ponds, or drain- 
ing off the water. 
Another method Is 
to apply crude oil to the surface of the 
water once a week, one pint for every 
200 square feet. 
The oil floats on the 
top of the water and prevents 
the 
young mosquito from coming to the 
surface for his oxygen supply. 
When 
the wind causes a movement of the 
water which breaks up the oil coating 
the body of water must be reoiled. 


The 
careful 
householder 
should 
make a survey of his entire premises 
to 
see 
that 
no 
mosquito-breeding 
places exist. Rain water barrels should 
be covered. 
Tin cans and the like 
should have holes punched In them to 
keep them from filling with 
water, 
smashed flat or buried.

At a clir.ic conducted at 
Harper's 
hospital. Detroit, for the benefit of 
those who wanted help in their ef- 
forts to give up smoking, a boy 13 
years of age, who had the appearance 
of being not more than 9 years old, 
applied. 
He was stunted physically, 
mentally and morally, as many of these 
boys are. 
One of the nurses who as- 
sisted me said to him, "How 
long 
have 
you smoked 
cigarettes?" 
to 
which he replied, "Since I was 2 years 
old." 
She said, "Who taught you to 
smoke?" 
He replied, "My brother." 
With considerable emphasis she re- 
plied, "Your brother ought to be in 
jail," to which the boy quietly said, 
"He is." 
^ The cigarette habit taken up 
by 
boys before the brain is fully develop- 
ed tends to bring about degeneracy of 
the brain cells and produce a moral 
insanity. 
It develops criminal tenden- 
cies. 
These are the boys that we find 
in our juvenile courts, reform schools, 
and jails. 
Whenever I read of a das- 
tardly crime having been committed, 
by inquiry I have found that in prac- 
tically every case the criminal was a 
cigarette 
fiend. 
Go to any juvenile 
court, ask the judge what percentage 
of the youthful offenders are cigarette 
smokers. 
He will tell you nearly all 
of them are. 


I said to a Chicago detective during 
the time when the city was being ter- 
rorized by youthful automobile ban- 
dits, "Haven't you found that in near- 
ly every case these young criminals 
are cigarette fiends?" to which he re- 
plied, "In every case." 
One of these 
cases, Teddy Webb, who is now serv- 
ing a life sentence for murdering a 
policeman, I found was a fine, prom- 
ising boy at the age of 10 years, when 
he began to use cigarettes with the 
boys in the alleys. 
His downward 
career began at this point. 
At the age 
of 11 he robbed an old woman on the 
street and began to figure in the first 
police court. 
His downward 
career 
continued. 
He became a daring des- 
perado, and ended his criminal career 
by murdering a policeman. 
This is an 
illustration of what the cigarette may 
do for the boys who begin to smoke 
so early in life. 


At the Whittier reform school, Cali- 
fornia, Dr. Coffin, who has been con- 
nected with it for a number of years, 
informed me that 98 out of every 100 
boys that have passed through 
that 
school were cigarette smokers, 
and 
95 out of each 
100 were cigarette 
fiends, and yet there are places where 
from 60 to 75 per cent of the boys are 
either addicted 
to the 
practice of 
smoking cigarettes or are in a fair 
way of becoming addicts. 
These boys 
develop nervous and mental symptoms 
which makes it impossible for them 
to study. 
They drop behind in their 
class work and then out of school. 
They have as little of a disposition to 
work as they have to study; naturally 
they associate with their kind. 
This 
leads to the pool room, to gambling, 
and to crime. 
In the 10-year-old who 
smokes we have the criminal in the 
making, in the daring desperado we 
have the finished product of the cigar- 
ette. 
It is not merely a criminal ten- 
dency the practice develops. 
It de- 
velops an actual derangement of the 
brain cells and causes insanity. 
It 
makes of them irresponsible beings, 
with no sense of the seriousness of the 
o.ffenses they commit. 
When on trial 
they will smoke cigarettes and com- 
placently smile as though nothing out 
of the ordinary had taken place. 


Insanity is on 
the increase, 
and 
cigarette smoking is one of the lead- 
ing causes of this increase. 


A few years ago a young man was 
brought to a sanitarium with which I 
was connected, for treatment. 
His 
niind we found was permanently im- 
paired. 
We could offer the anxious 
father, a wealthy merchant, no hope 
of recovery. 
One day there came ad- 
dressed to him two brands of cigarettes 
in neat boxes, with a communication 
to give them a trial. 
The physician in 
charge of the case said, "What shall 
I do with them?" I replied, 
"Send 
them back to the manufacturers with 
a letter telling them they need send 
no more, that the 
purpose of 
the 
cigarette has been accomplished, that 
the young man is hopelessly insane." 


Strange, is it not, that we should 
permit an evil which dethrones rea- 
son and makes of our boys hopeless 
moral degenerates. If not maniacs?" 


I hear some one say, "These boys 
become cigarette fiends because they 
are 
degenerates; 
degeneracy 
is 
a 


cause, not an effect." 
If degeneracy 
is a cause, as it undoubtedly Is, what 
Is responsible for the cause? 
It can 
frequently be traced to the father who 
was a smoker. 
It Is merely a matter 
of the sins of the father being visited : 
upon the children. 
There are many , 
born into the world with a defective ^ 
mental and moral heredity to begin 
with. 
Yes, it is true, these boys are . 
apt to take up with the cigarette or 
dope and develop criminal tendencies. 
But the cigarette is capable of destroy- : 
ing the brain cells of the boy with a , 
good heredity. 
A few weeks ago two ^ 
boys came to me through the solicita- 
tions of interested parties. 
Both be- , 
gan using cigarettes at the same age - 
and same time. 
One of these boys • 
was picked up as a waif, and adopted 
by a good family. 
Nothing is known ^ 
of his ancestry. The other was a young - 
man who had a splendid record as 
far as ancestry was concerned. Neither I 
his father or father's father had ever ^ 
smoked or drank. 
Yet the latter boy 
seemed as hopelessly degenerate as th® 
other. 


I should not say 
these cases are , 
hopeless. 
I know they ai'e not. 
But 
when a boy becomes a cigarette fiend ' 
it is seldom that he is rescued. Drunk- ^ 
ards are known to weep and repent, 
the cigarette fiend seldom it ever. X 
am sorry to say it, but in all my ex- 
perience with 
boys I 
have seldom 
known one who was a real fiend ever 
to manifest sufficient anxiety to get ' 
rid of the habit as to shed tears. 
I ' a m 
saying this not to discourage, but be- 
cause the seriousness of the cigarette 
problem is not appreciated, and In-tho 
hope that it will arouse fathers and 
mothers sufficiently to 
put forth a 
united effort to protect the boys by " 
stopping the manufacture and sale of 
cigarettes and the use of tobaMO In i 
any form by innocent boys. 


I have seen boys helped who were 
not fiends, but who smoked cigarettes. ^ 
Two mothers came to me a little over 
a year ago. 
They were 
concerned - 
about their boys, who had formed the ' 
cigarette habit. 
They recognized their 
danger, for already the boys gave evi- 
dence in their lives of the degenerat- 
ing influence of the smoke. 
I said to 
the mothers, "Have your boys come 
and see me." 
They came; after an 
earnest talk, pointing out the down- 
ward career of boys who smoke, I - 
made an appeal to them and knelt >. 
down with them in prayer. 
Each of- ' 
fered a broken petition. 
When 
we 
arose I placed their hands together i. 
and urged them to be a help and sup- 
port to one another, that while one 
could chase a thousand, two could put 
ten thousand to flight. 


One year later I was walking along - 
the street of another city when two 
young men met me and said, "How do 
you do. Doctor." 
I looked at them, 
then they said, "You do not know'us, i 
do you? 
Do you remember the two 
young men you prayed with at spch 
a place?" 
I said, "Yes, I remember." • 
"Well," said they, "we are the young 
men. 
We have not smoked since and 
are both here attending school and 
fitting ourselves to go to a foreign field ' 
as missionaries." 


I could of course tell of other similar 
cases. 
I have seen enough of these 
to convince me that no case should 
be regarded as entirely hopeless. 
But 
we ought to put forth every effort to 
prevent boys from reaching the bor- 
der line, and in fact from taking tht ; 
first step toward it. 


For the sake of our boys let us taka 
up the slogan, "The cigarette must 'go. * 
We all say so." 


EASIER TO BARK. 


Down in Quebec province, one often - 
sees large 
dogs 
hitched 
up 
with m 
complete harness to small carts for 
the hauling of light loads. 
One day 
a boy had an outfit of this kind, but - 
he was not making much progress, 
because his dog would stop to bark 
at every passer-by. 
But the boy wa« 
a 
philosopher 
and 
he said, 
"Don't 
mind the dog; he is just barking" for 
a rest. 
It is easier to bark than^ to '" 
pull this load." 


It is easier to criticise than to take 
hold and help put things right. When 
people are unwilling to make any sac- 
rifice for a good cause, they find "the ~ 
way 
out 
by 
finding 
fault with it. .. 
Those who will not lift a finger to - 
ease the burden or 
pull, the load - 
will stand back and criticise the one 
who is making a self-sacrificing' at- - 
tempt at it. 
It is easier to bark than 
to pull.—Exchange.

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How to Use Garden Catworm Remeces 


Poisoned-Bran Baits Effectiy«—Ditches, Barriers, or Arsenical Sprays For 


E x t r a ñ e Outbreaks. 


Tomatoes, cabbases. sweet potatoes, 
lettuce and 
other 
truck 
plants, es- 
pecially those which are started un- 
der flass and transplanted, are sub- 
l e t 
to seiibus injury by 
cutworms. 
These pests appear sometimes In great 
numbers in the spriner and early sum- 
mer and frequently do severe injury be- 
fore their ravages are noticed. 
Their 
method of attack is to cut off the young 
plants at about the surface of 
the 
ground, and as these caterpillars are 
of large size ^nd voracious feeders, they 
are capable of destroying many plants 
hi a single night—frequently more than 
they can devour. 
Every year these in- 
sects. working generally 
throughout 
the United States, have destroyed hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars' worth 
of cropa 
By the timely application 
of remedies, however, they readily can 
be controlled, even 
o y e r 
considerable 
areas. 
The usual method of control is 
by the use of poisoned baits. 
How to BClx and Apply P<risoned Baits. 


Take a bushel of dry bran, add 1 
pound of white arsenic or Paris grreen, 
and mix it thoroughly into mash with 
8 gallons of water in which has been 
stirred half a gallon of sorghum 
or 
other cheap molasses. 
(Arsenic and 
Paris green are d e a d l y poisons. 
Han- 
dle 
them 
with 
great 
care.) 
This 
a m o u n t will be sufficient for the treat- 
ment of about 4 or 5 acres of culti- 
vated crops. 
After the mesh has stood 
for several hours, scatter it, in lumps 
about the size of a marble, over the 
fields where the injury is beginning to 
appear and about 
the bases of 
the 
plants set out. 
Apply late in the day, 
so as to place the poison about 
the 
plants before night, which is the time 
when the cutworms are active. 
Apply 
fr second time, if necessary. Keep chil- 
dren, live stock and chickens 
away 
f r o m this bait. 
What To Do When Cutworms Travel 
liike Army Worms. 


W h e n cutworms 
occur in 
unusual 
abundance, which happens locally, and 
sometimes 
generally, 
they 
exhaust 
their food supply and migrate to other 
fields. 
This they do literally in armies, 
assuming 
what 
is called 
the 
a r m y 
wrorm habit. 
At such times it is neces- 
Eary to treat them the same as army 
worms. 
While 
the 
methods 
which 
have been advised are valuable in such 
cases, they may be too slow to destroy 
all the cutworms, and other methods 
must 
be 
employed. 
These 
include 
trenching, ditching, the plowing of deep 
furrows in advance of the 
traveling 
cutworms to trap them, and the drag- 
r - i n g o f logs or brush through the fur- 
1 'VS. 
If the trenches can be 
filled 


• i'h water, the addition of a small 
• entity of kerosene, so as to form a 


thin scum on the surface, will prove 
fatal to the cutworms. 
In 
extreme 
cases, barriers of fence 
boards 
are 
erected and the tops smeared with tar 
or other sticky substances to stop the 
cutworms as they attempt to crawl 
over. 


Spraying With Arscnicals. 


In extremely severe attacks by cot- 
worms on choice plants there is some- 
times no opportunity to prepare the 
poisoned bait. 
In such cases an arsen- 
ate of lead spray will answer quite as 
well. 
In one instance a parsley field 
was sprayed with 4 pounds of arsen- 
ate of lead to 50 gallons of water; this 
killed all the cutworms, whereas if 
they had been left alone for a day or 
two longer the field probably would 
have been destroyed. 
The result was

a perfect stand—the best ever made 
by the grower. 
In this case five appli- 
cations were necessary. 
Onltnral Methods and Crop Rotation. 


Clean cultural methods and crop ro- 
tation are advisable, as are also fall 
plowing and disking, to prevent 
re- 
currences of cutworm attacks. 


Many cutworms can 
be 
destroyed 
where it is possible to overflow the 
fields, 
particularly where irrigation is 
practiced. 


HIDES A R E VALUABLE. 


Probably no other article on a f a r m 
is given as little consideration for the 
actual value Involved as the hides and 
skins 
of 
cattle, 
horses 
and 
calves 
killed or which have died from natural 
or other causes. 
A great many people 
believe that hides are valuable only 
when taken f r o m animals slaughtered 
for beef. 
While a hide taken off in 
this manner usually Is more attractive 
to a tanner, hides f r o m dead animals 
if removed within a reasonable time, 
command 
full 
value. 
Horse 
hides 
also bring a good price, although not 
as much as a cow hide as the leather 
can not be used for sole leather pur- 
poses. 


When an animal dies ft should be 
skinned as soon as possible, especially 
in warm weather. 


WASTE NO FOOD 


Food Waste oi About 700 Million Ddbrs 


"For partial immediate reiief, every individual and community shonld consider earn- 
estly the matter of food conservation and the limitatian of waste. As a Nation we seem to have 
a disdain of economizing. In many homes there is a strong feeling that it is 'only decent* to 
provide more food than will be eaten and that it is demeaning to reckon closely. 11» experts 
of the Department of Agricnltnre report to me that the dietary studies made by them point to 
an annual food waste of about $700,00M00. Of course, Uie waste in famUies of very Ihmted 
means is sli^t, but in the families of moderate and ample means the waste is considerable. 
Even if the estimate were reduced by half, the waste would stiU be enormous. 


T h e food waste in the household, the experts assert, results in large measure from had 
pr^>aration and bad cooking, from improper care and handling, and, in well-to-do families, 
from serving an undue number of cour^ and an over-abundant supply and failing to 
save and utilize the food not consumed. As an instance of improper-handling, it is discov- 
ered that in the preparation of potatoes 20 per cent of the edible portion in many cases is 
discarded."—Secretary of Agriculture. 


FOOD IS WASTED 


(a) When we eat more food than our bodies 
need for growth and repair and to supply energy 
for our work. Overeating tends to poor health 
and fat instead of brawn, makes us sluggish and 
indolent instead of energetic and resourceful. Eat 
enough and no more. Eat for physical and mental 
efficiency. 


(b) When food is burned or spoiled in cooking. 
Improperly prepared or poorly seasoned food will 
be left on the table and probably wasted. Buy food 
wisely and then prepare it carefully. 


(c) When too much food is prepared for a meal. 
Unserved portions are apt to be thrown into the 
garbage pail or allowed to spoU. Many house- 


keepers do not know how to use left-over foods to 
make appetizing dishes. 


(d) When too moeh food is served at a raeaL 
Uneaten portions are left on the plate and later 
thrown into the gart>age pail. Leam to know the 
needs of-^yonr family, and serve each no more than 
you think he will want. 


(e> When anything edible is allowed to go to the 
garbage pail or allowed to spoil for lack of proper 
handling. 


(O When food is handled carelessly. Buy clean 
food, keep it clean until used, and be neat in all 
details of cooking and serving. This lessens waste 
and is a valuable health measure as well. 


FEED YOUR OWN FAMILY FIRST 


Don't feed high-priced human food to hogs or chickens. 
Don't send valuable food to the incinerator or the fertilizer heap. 
Don't pour into the sewer nourishing food in the shape of milk, skim milk, sweet or sour, soup, 


gravy, or melted fat, or water in which cereals or vegetables have been cooked. 
Keep good food out of your garbage pail and kitchen sink.

water glass or limewater, eggs for next 
autumn and winter. 
To ensure suo- 
cess, care must be exercised in this 
operation. 


In the first place, the eggs must be 
fresh, preferably not more than two 
or three days old. 
This is the reason 
why it Is much more satisfactory to 
pt2«' away egss produced In one's own 
chicken yard.

DRAG ALL THE COUNTRY ROADS AND MAKE REAL HIGHWAYS 


In maintaining an earth road in tol- 
< ral)le condition for spring traffic, the 
most important thing is to get 
the 
<x- t'^r away from the road and to keep 
It away. 
To get the best results, this 
should be done all through the fall and 
winter. 
But, in any event, it will pay 
the county in the early spring to have 
the road man go over the road daily 
to see that drains and side ditches do 
not become clogged. 
It is at this time, 
also, that the road drag can be em- 
ployed 
to the 
best 
advantage. 
By 
clearing a roadway of slush and melt- 
ing snow, it will prevent the 
water 
from soaking into and softening the 
Bubgrade. 


This work is especially important if 
the road has been neglected 
through 
the winter. 
Soil saturated with water 
expands greatly when it freezes. When 
It thaws out again, it has not only lost 
practically, all its power of 
sustain- 


ing the weight of traffic, but it also is 
in a condition that enables it to absorb 
water readily and form mud. 


Mud holes, in fact, are the cause of 
most of the trouble on clay or gumbo 
roads. 
To get rid of them, the 
first 
step is to dig a trench to the side and 
allow the water and mud to drain off. 
If necessari', the side ditches should be 
opened also. 
After this all of the soft 
mud left in the hole should be removed 
and the bottom of the trench filled 
with broken stone or coarse gravel in 
order to provide a drain that will pre- 
vent 
the 
f u r t h e r 
accumulation 
of 
water. 
Gravel, if available, is the best 
material for filling the old mud hole. 
If none can be obtained, the best earth 
on hand should be tamped down in 3 
or 4-inch layers. 
To attempt to fill a 
mud hole by throwing in large stones 
is fatal. 
It simply results in two mud 
holes instead of one. 
It is useless, too.

to attempt to fill a hole without first j 
draining out the water and removing 
the soft mud. 
The use of sods or sim- 
ilar material which absorb water read- 
ily is a waste of labor. 


On earth or gravel roads ruts are 
best treated with the drag. 
The rain- 
ier the weather the more often the 
road should be dragged. 
A liberal use 
of the drag with a thin coat of sand or 
gravel spread over the surface when 
softened by rain will frequently put a 
poor earth road in such a 
condition 
that it can carry heavy traffic for a 
.short time. 


On the other hand, sand roads give 
less trouble in wet weather 
because 
the moisture tends to hold the separate 
grains of sand in place. 


In addition to the pressing need for 
proper maintenance in order to keep 
earth roads passable under the unfa- 
vorable conditions frequently encount- 
ered at this time, road work is desir- 
able in the early spring in order that 
the road may become thoroughly con- 
solidated 
before 
the 
dry 
s u m m e r 
weather comes. 


As has been pointed out, the addi- 
tion of clay or gumbo to sand roads 
and the addition of sand to clay or 
gumbo 
roads improves the 
highway 
very materially. 
If this work is done 
during moist weather, the 
materials 
combine 
much 
much 
more 
quickly. 
Again, if grading is put off until later 
in the season, the road will become 
very dusty in dry weather and 
will 
need additional attention later In the 
fall.

Great care should be taken to keep 
nests occupied by setting hens free 
from mites. 
It is hard to work effec- 
tively against the mites when many 
hens are brooding. 
Oil In the form of 
crude petroleum sprays, used freely 
about the house at that time, may soil 
the eggs and prevent successful hatch- 
ing. 
Infested 
quarters, 
therefore, 
should be treated thoroughly before 
hens are set, so as to start them in 
nests which are absolutely clean. 
Be- 
neath the straw of the neat a layer 
of lime and sulphur will tend to pre- 
vent mite breeding, and the 
entire 
nest may be dusted occasionally with 
pyrethrum. 
Broken 
eggs 
and 
the 
straw soiled by them should be re- 
moved promptly, as they tend to at 
tract mites. 


Medicated nest eggs, said to eontrol 
poultry 
lice, 
are

PROTECT TOE SHESP. 


Town dosu which make war on the 
farmers' sheep should either be mua- 
xled or killed. Thousands of sheep are 
killed in this way every year and farm- 
ers are dlseouraged from growing wool 
and mutton. 
Local and atate ofllcera 
ahould aee to It that the aheep of the 
farmers are protected especially at thtai 
time. 
The wool supply must bo In- 
creased if the armies and tbe people 
are to be properly clothed. 


Whole milk, skim milk, and butter- 
milk are highly nourlabing and valu- 
able foods. 


These foods spoil quickly when al- 
lowed to get warm or when exposed to 
bacteria and molds present in the dust 
and the air. 


Unclean milk sent from the farm 
sours and epoils more quickly than 
clean milk. Pasteurization makes milk 
safer. 


Milk, to keep properly, should never 
get warmer than 50 degrees F. until it 
is consumed. 
The lower the tempera- 
ture the better the milk will keep. 


Bacteria—such as those which cause 
milk to sour—develop very slowly and 
cause little change in milk kept at 
such low temperatures. 


A slight rise in temperature, even for 
a short time, permits these bacteria to 
multiply rapidly and bring about rapid 
deterioration of the milk, which may 
render it unfit for ordinary use. 


Don't leave your milk bottles on a 
hot porch or doorstep. 
A short ex- 
posure In the sun or a warm place 
hastens the spoiling even of cold, bot- 
Ued mJlk. 


Have the milkman put your mflk 
into the refrigerator. 
If this is im- 
possible provide, in warm weather, a 
box with ice. or a bucket of water in a 
shady place, for the milk. 


At any rate have the bottles left In 
the coolest and shadiest place about 
your premises. 


Don't leave milk in bottles or ves- 
sels in a warm room for a moment 
longer than is necessary. 


Never pour milk, which has been 
exposed to the air, back Into a bottle 
containing other milk. Keep such milk 
cold and 
covered 
in another 
clean 
utensil. 


Milk, when warm, Is an ideal cul- 
tural medium for bacteria. 
Keep milk 
clean. 
Tou can keep It clean only by 
keeping it Covered so that the bacteria 


and molds from the air wUI not get 
into i t 


Keep 
your 
milk 
bottles 
covered 
either with caps or by placing glasses 
over them. 
Keep them covered in the 
refrigerator and in the kitchen or din- 
ing room. 


Never pour milk into an unsterOe 
bowl or pitcher. 
Scald all vessels into 
which milk is poured for keeping or 
serving. 
Cool 
these 
utensils 
after 
scalding, 
before you 
put milk 
into 
them. 


Before you open a bottle of mflk, 
wash and wipe the outside of the cap 
with water and a cleah cloth. 
The lit- 
tle depression at the top of the bottle 
collects dust or water, or milk, which 
may attract 
flies. 
Lift out the cap 
with a pointed instrument, so that the 
outside of the cap, which may be con- 
taminated. will not be pushed down 
Uito the milk.

Plants are «uoculent and con- 
tain large amounts 
of

which

THE TYPHOID FLY.

once, and if they are killed

this early period, all chances of them 
laying eggs to make flies that must be 
fought all summer is entirely averted. 
Fly traps should be used in all places 
where there are the greatest number

Washington Denies Tale of 


Negro Republic's Ber- 


lin Envoy. 


NOT MADE TO CUT 


, GERMAN FRIENDSHIP 
Germans Dominated in the 


Republic and Made Use 


of It in War. 


Washington. June 2.—Liberia's for- 


mer diplomatic agent in Berlin has 
published a letter In the Cologne Ga- 
zette, charging that the United States 
coerced Liberia into breaking off diplo- 
matic relations with Germany. 


No coercion whatever was exercised 


Ijy the United States upon Liberia. The 
records of the state department estab- 
lished very clearly that Liberia's Isola- 
tion is attributable to other causes than 
pressure to cast in her lot with the 
allies, and President Howard severed 
relations with Germany without being 
requested by the United States to do so. 


Dominated "by Germans. 


Germans were more numerous than 


any other nationality in Liberia before 
the war and controlled the greater 
part of that country's foreign trade. 
Consequently; upon the outbreak of. 
hostilities, the British and French hav- 
ing satisfied themselves that the Ger- 
mans t^ere actively aiding the Berlin 
government in the war and had estab- 
lished wireless stations on the coast 
through which they are communicat- 
ing with German submarines and raid- 
ers on the trade routes on the South 
Atlantic, sought in vain to induce the 
Siberian government to get rid of the 
Germans and then as a compulsory 
measure withdrew all their merchant 
Ships from the Liberian trade. 


Conditions Wore Desperate. 


As there were practically no other 


available ships Llberlan commerce was 
Immediately checked and In a short 
time the country was in a deplorable 
financial condition, half starved and 
unable to pay the accrued interest on 
Its debt. 
At this stage, the Llberlan govern- 


ment adopted a course of breaking off 
relations with Germany and of intern- 
Ing or driving out the several hundred 
German merchants. 
But owing to tho 


shortage of ships the country's distress 
has not yet been relieved and the state 
department here Is using its best ef- 
forts to Induce the British and French 
governments to set apart a sufficient 
number of merchant ships to reopen 
tho country's commercial relations.

EX-PREMIER A NTOXIO MACRA. 


Empero,' William has won a diplo- 


matic victory of magnitude during the 
jast weeks at Madrid which will have 
the effect of paralyzing Spain, from a 
military and naval point of view, until 
the restoration of peace. For his am- 
bassador. Prince Maximilian von Ho- 
icnlohe. has succeeded in winning over 
ex-Premier Don Antonio Maura, the 
masterful and all powerful chief of the 
conservative party, into making a pub- 
,le proclamation of the fact that in his 
opinion France and Great Britain, 
rather than Germany, were the prin- 
cipal adversaries of Spain and a 
menace to her independence. Not un- 
til England surrendered Gibraltar and 
France Tanglers to Spain would the 
latter country, so he declared, be able

MAY BE HEADING TO A SMASHUP. 


HELP TAKE UP THE BONDS. 


Matters appear to be going fine for a gen- 


eral Emashup in Russia. The mass of the peo- 
ple—and that includes the army—is unable 
to settle itself to a patient waiting for the de- 
Velopment of a government that can hold to- 
gether the elements of a nation and establish 
forms for the orderly progress of society. The 
people distrust their leaders and it may be 
that the leaders are not to be trusted, but it 
would doubtless answer the general purpose 
and aspiration better if there should be some 
'attempt for a few months to abide what men 
have come to the top in that seething caldron 
tof unrest, turbulence and rosy dreams. 


Two hundred millions of people suddenly 


emerging from centuries of despotic oppres- 
sion will be admitted to offer problems the 
•tatesmen of any land would attack with hesi- 
tation and misgiving, were all the investment 


'j>t circumstance auspicious. The sudden pop- 
ping of Russia's long ground-down hordes 
from the sinks of ignorance and tyranny to a 
complete and unrestrained control of them- 
lelves and their affairs may well be thought 
to create some perplexities for the negotia- 
tions of statesmanship in which history is 
rather barren of precedents and guides, for 
they come upon the nation in the midst of the 
greatest of all its wars and in the presence of 
the strongest of all the enemies it ever has 
faced. 
The Russians have snuffed out the 


monarchy, they have made their hereditary 
ruler captive, they have apparently destroyed 
the depotism that for ages had its iron heel 
upon their necks, but they most surely do not 
yet know what to do next. 


"Forty dollars and a mule" was the slogan 


of the southern darkey whose manumitted es- 
tate caught him with no very clear notion of 
what he would do with his new freedom. Into 
the heads of some, who put it into the heads of 
others, there crept the idea that in the states 
where slavery had long held them and their 
race in a sorry bondage, the war had made a 
fair end of the white man who was no more 
to be a political master than a chattel master. 
The misconception was not perhaps unnatur- 
al, though it was unfortunate, and the negro 
was helped along in his blindness and ignor- 
ance by those who should have been his bet- 
ter friends. It has taken half a century for 
the accomplishment of such progress as has 
been made in adjustments and readjustments, 
and even after the lapse of so much time the 
record shows little enough. Abuss as the in- 
strument of disabusement worked no better in 
the south than it ever has anywhere in any 
time. Whites and blacks both had much to 
.•unlearn and much to learn. In each wise there 
has been a slow and labored getting on. 


Russia's "forty dollars and a mule" is land. 


The peasantry in the army and out of it hun- 
gers for a title in the soil out of which it has 
immemorially wrung but a hard living under 
bondage that the extinction of serfdom itself 
extinguished little more than in name. There 
is plenty of land for all and the way can be 
found to make the mujik, along with his po 
litical freedom, a landowner and independent. 
That is likely to prove the labor of more than a 
day even after the advent of that good time 
when Russia shall have no military crisis to 
bedevil the management of internal problems 
There is no ethnographic phase of the socia! 
and political situation, as the south had it 
but there is no saying that something akin to 
it may not survive in the traditional anti- 
Semitism of the Slavs who have displayed il 
with as much hatefulness of fanaticism anc 
ferocity as their masters. At the outset there 
has been proclaimed as belonging to the Jew 
everything of political freedom and socia' 
privilege that could be claimed by the ortho 
dox of the church. The outlook is promising 
in this regard, even conceding that the fires o! 
fanaticism and race prejudice, studiously fee 
for centuries, may not be wholly quenched by 
good resolve taken in the flush of a great pop- 
ular victory over immemorial depotism. 


Just how Russia shall contrive to come 


through both war and social and political up- 


The word from Washington is that while 


there is no reason to question that the liberty 
loan will be fully subscribed, there is doubt 
that its absorption is going to have the wholly 
popular character desired for it. The people 
are not investing as numerously or as heavily 
as had been expected. Financial institutions 
and some of the big corporatipns that have 
made large investments with a view to redis 
tribution by sales to small investors may have 
considerable blocks of bonds left on hand if 
there should continue to be the same apathy 
of the public toward the loan. This would be 
no misfortune to the banks or corporations, 
for the bonds are the soundest investments 
that can be made and the banks must be look- 
ed to in great part to absorb this and any 
subsequent war loans that may be made. 


The wish is, however, that the liberty loan 


be popularly subscribed. It ought to be. The 
government must borrow money to carry on 
the war and the people have the money to 
lend. They are offered the best security in 
the world at a good rate of interest. They are 
given terms under which any man or woman 
who has a steady income at fair wages can 
purchase one of the small bonds. The invest 
ment would turn out for thousands to be tho 
best thing they ever did for it would be foi 
them the first effort to save for investment 
Down at the bottom, the consideration is anc 
it must be that the government needs monej 
to finance the war and that the liberty loai: 
is an appeal to the patriotism of every loyal 
citizen of the nation. This appeal stands 
above every other consideration that can b 
imagined, but great as it is there is no neeti 
that it should entirely obscure the facts of per 
sonal advantage that is gained by every in 
vestor in the bonds. 


In times gone by it has been made occasion 


for some agitated complaint that 
federal 


treasury issues were devised mainly and float- 
ed solely to the advantage of the great finan- 
cial interests. Here is a bond issue thut has 
been detailed for the most part in such wise 
as that every citizen of the republic may 7n;ikn 
in investment in it. 
Billions arc ready in 


>onds for investment of the savings now in 
land or to be in hand by the great common 
icoplc of the nation that they may have their 
rood share in the financial service required 
n war by the government and the substantial 
)cncfits that such investments confer on all 
who are able to make them. 


There ought to be no lagging anywhere by 


anybody in doing a proper bit to take up this 
.iberty loan. It may upon some impose a tem- 
porary necessity for a little closer living, but 
not hardship, and that will be better rather 
than worse. It will bo a permanent, interest- 
Bearing and wholly secure investment, but one 
of such a character that, should the cash it 
represents be needed in emergency, it can be 
at once converted into money at any bank. 


Take up the liberty loan bonds. Help the 


government by lending it your money.

'to see that the laws are faithfully 
executed." 


Every 
successful 
business must 


have a responsible head. The man- 
agement of state affairs Is a big busi- 
ness involving the expenditure of ten 
to twelve millions of dollars annually 
and it is important that it be well 
managed if the people are to get the 
full benefit, of their money. This 
chapter considers whether we have 
such management. 


In the government of the United 


States there is also the requirement 
for good management and the presi- 
dent is made the responsible head. 
He Is in supreme control. 
He is 


directly responsible for the success or 
failure of the nation's affairs. 
He 


appoints all the managing officers o.f 
the nation, directs their work and 
may discharge them if he thinks they 
fail. The people can look to 
the 


president and hold him to account for 
the conduct of the public affairs. This 
is so because the United States con- 
stitution gives the executive power to 
the president and authorizes him to 
make appointments of heads of de- 
partments. 


Let us compare this with the posi- 


tion of the governor in the state. 
The governor is only one of a half 
dozen officers established by the con- 
stitution. 
He does not have 
full 


authority. 
The constitution estab- 


lishes ' the officers of auditor, secre- 
tary and treasurer of state, the super- 
intendent of public Instruction and 
clerk of the supreme court. The gov- 
ernor has practically no control over 
these officers. The supreme authority 


points such officers as adjutant and 
quartermaster general, public sen-ice 
commissioners, industrial board mem- 
bers, members of boards of state in- 
stitutions, fire marshal, state etomol- 
oglst, state board of charities, public 
library commission, professional ex- 
amining boards and board of forestry 
and thus has consideraole control over 
these important departments, but in 
general It may be said that the gov- 
ernor does not have control over half 
the important work of the state. 


To show how authority is divided 


in the state, let us review briefly the 
way in which officers are selected. 
The following officers are elected by 
the people: 
Governor, lieutenant- 


governor, auditor, secretary of state, 
treasurer, attorney general, clerk of 
the supreme court, state geologist, re- 
porter of the supreme court. 
The 


insurance, banking and building and 
loan departments are under the audi- 
tor of state. The automobile depart- 
ment is under the secretary of state, 
the free employment bureaus were 
established under the department of 
statistics. The state library Is under 
the control of the state board of edu- 
cation, a minority part of whose mem- 
bers'is appointed by the governor. 
The law library is under the supreme 
court, which is elected by the people. 
The state board 
of agriculture

under the control of no public offi- 
cials, but the members are elected by 
delegates from various agricultural so- 


of the state is thus divided and we 
need to look to several officers Instead 
of one for responsible go\-ernment. 


In recent years a. number of 


departments have been created 


with other officers. In still others, 
the governor has no authority, but 
other state officials are In supremo 
control. We need to look not to one 
supreme head, but to several heads to 
place responsibility and fix credit or 
blame. 


Compare this with the conduct of 


any great commercial enterprise. The 
board of director of every important 
concern employs a manager, who is 
given full responsibility. He employs 
the heads of the separate departments 
and holds each responsible for the 
conduct of his department. The board 
of directors and the stockholders give 
the manager full authority and they 
look to him for success. 
Divided 


responsibility in a business concern 
would be fatal. A business organized 
as the state executive department la 
organized would not long survive.. 


It is argued on the other hand that 


the power of a governor for good or 
ill is too vast to be vested in one man, 
that the centralization of power la 
dangerous to liberty and that democ- 
racy is best safeguarded by the elec- 
tion of many officials and the division 
of responsibility. In answer to this 
it is pointed out that no dangerous 
result has come from lodging the vast 
powers of the president, a hundred 
fold more than those of the governor, 
in one man.

That If, tho German cmplro is tho 


creation, not of the German people, 
but of tho German princes. It Is a 
bund—an association 
of twenty-two 


states and three free cities. It has no 
powers that these states dp not con- 
Tor. 
Tho German empire does not 


conMlst of 
65,000,000 members—tho 


population of Germany, It consists of 
twenty-five 
members, that 
Is, tho 


twenty-five communities of which it 
Is composed. The empire Is a highly 
artificial hothouse product; the real- 
ties are tho German states, each one 
of which is the result of an Immense 
amount of history. 
Sovereignty, so 


far as the empire Is concerned, resides 
In tho princes of the several states, 
Just as much now as it did in the days 
when tho empire did not exist. 


In Prussia the voters are divided into 


three classes, according to the amount 
of taxes they pay. In each electoral 
district the total amount of taxes paid 
is divided Into three equal parts. Those 
citizens whose combined taxes repre- 
sent one-third of the whole choose 
one-third of the electors. Those who 
pay the next one-third choose a third, 
and tho next, who make up the mass 
of the population, choose the remain- 
ing third. 
In one district in Berlin, 


three citizens pay one-third -of the 
taxes, eight citizens pay another third, 
and 204 pay the remaining third. Thus 
the three men in the first class choose 
as many electors as the 294 In the 
third. 
The election of 1903, when the social 


democrats first contested seats in the 
Prussian lower house, concretely Illus- 
trates how this system works. They 
cast 314,149 votes and the conserva- 
tives cast 324,157. The social demo- 


crats did not elect a single represen- 
tative, while tholr opponents elected 
143. 
In tho last election preceding 


the war. tho social democrats cast 24 
per cent of th« vote and elected seven 
members In a house of 420. 


Practically this same system, with 


certain modifications, prevails In all 
tho Germnn states, with tho exception 
of the Mccklenburgs. which have no 
representative chambers at all, tholr 
present system being a clear survival 
of medieval institutions. 


What part docs tho relchatag play 


In tho German legislative plan? 
A 


close examination discloses that this 
body, which Is supposed to represent 
the people, does violence to tho demo- 
cratic Idea. 
Tho laws governing its 


membership really antedate the Ger- 
man empire itself; they are tho same 
as those which fixed the membership 
of the north German confederation. 
That Is, the "apportionment" of rep- 
resentatives, as we should call it here, 
dates from 1869. This provided that 
tho representation, as it existed then, 
should remain fixed pending further 
legislation, and that further legisla- 
tion has never been enacted. That Is, 
the representation in the relchstag to- 
day, for the states which made up the 
north German confederation, is based 
upon the population of nearly fifty 
years ago. The theory Is that there 
shall be one member for each 100,000 
people, and on this basis Berlin, which 
had a population of about 600,000 in 
1869, had six representatives. 
Today 


Berlin has a population of more than 
2,000,000, yet it still has only six rep- 
resentatives 
In the relchstag. 
This 


same situation prevails in all the cities 
of the old north German confedera- 
tion. 
Why the ruling powers have 


never reapportioned the representation 
so as to give the cities their due is no 
particular mystery. 
These cities ar.e 


the centers of liberal thought and po- 
litical reform, and especially of social- 
ism, and their enfranchisement might 


asked for specific things with which 
to fight the greatest war of all time. 
Many of his fellow countrymen seek to 
deny him those things, and In their 
denial they are upheld In Berlin. 


The majority of those people, we be- 


lieve, are not "copperheads" or actlvo 
plotters for the aid and comfort of the 
enemy, but "hunkers"—people who ar« 
opposed to any radical action In war. 


In the civil war's beginnings It was 


the hunkers more than tho copper- 
heads who hampered and hamstrung 
the military efforts of the north. Tho 
samo thing is true today. We would 
meet the hunkers of 1917 as wo met 
them In 1801. with the biting words 
uttered by John C. Calhoun In 1812: 


"We have had a peace like war: In 


the name of heaven let us not have tho 
only thing that io worse, a war Ilk* 
peace." 


In the name of national honor, wis- 


dom ami safety, let «B rldo down 
"hunkerlsm," adopt universal military 
service and send an army to Franca!

He does not mean that American sol- 


diers should fox trot to Germany's 
capital or waltz with Hlndenburg at 
his famous 
line in 
north France. 


Neither would he assault the Wotan 
line in ragtime. 


What he does advocate Is a dance 


training for army men that will, he 
says, result In a remarkable develop- 
ment of the eye, brain and all muscles 
of the body. He would train now re- 
cruits to master footwork, to build the 
body into a scientific machine respond- 
ing quickly and accurately to the or- 
ders of tho brain. 


Suppose .a man stumbles In a bayo- 


net duel. Shawn says that his system 
would tearh the soldier to maintain a 
perfect balance on one foot or battle 
from his knees, or even fight while 
prostrate. 


Shawn wants to train a picked body 


of American athletes In his method of 
dancing. These men. in turn, could 
teach "rookies" at tho various train- 
ing camps. 


He is waiting here for a reply from

In any capacity In this war, I believe 
It my duty to offer what i» my most 
highly developed asset—my dancing.

lated to the needs of the American 
nrroy on first thought, but I beg of 
you to consider tho following facts: 


"One 
of tho 
most efficient 
and 


bravest army of its time, that of tho 
ancient Greeks, was a <lanco trained 
army. Dancing was a vital and com- 
pulsory part of every Greek soldier's 
education. The pass at Thermopylae 
was defended and hold against over- 
whelming odds by a dance trained 
regiment. 


"Dance of this kind is aimed at com- 


plete co-ordination of brain and body, 
and achieves the highest efficiency In 
tho operation of the human body. Tho 
ultimate aim of this training is a body 
which responds Immediately to tho or- 
ders' of tho brain and handles Itself 
with the least waste and Jar under all 
circumstances.

Winner's Speech. 


The following is the line of argu- 


ment set out by Donalfl B. Snyder, of 
Earlham, who won the contest. 
He 


was given a high grade both on 
thought and delivery. 
He gives the 


gist of his oration to the public 
Uirough The Sentinel as follows: 
y 
"Change the Plan.'' 
; When the subject of a new con- 
stitution fqi-i Indiana was still an 
'open question, -the chief argument 
advanced in favor of a new consti- 
tution was that the changed condi- 
ditions of modern life made a new 
constitution vitally necessary. Now 
that we arc actually concerned in 
discussing 
constitutional revision 


this same change in conditions which 
we all recognize must be the fun- 
damental basis nnrt guide for our 
discussion this evening. 


We must guard aga.inst the ten- 


Our method should be to analyze 
these changed conditions along side 
the constitution of 1851 and out of 
a process of co-ordination will come 
an organic law fitted to the needs 
of this and future generations. 


In this connection and in this at- 


titude of mind I wish to discuss one 
general phase of our present consti- 
tution which is in the face of mod- 
ern conditions obsolete and imprac- 
tical. 


Representative government, ac- 


cording to the constitution of 1S51 
is based on a system of check and 
balances. 
Now it is this general 


system which I maintain is today 
obsolete and impractical. 
Let us 


consider what we mean by a system 
of checks and balances. 
This idea 


is an outgrowth 
of what James 


Bryce in his American Common- 
wealth has termed the doctrine of 
"original sin in politics," which I 
take it is the same as saying that 
the important thing in representa- 
tive government is to hedge the peo- 
ple's agents about with restrictions 
and regulations and then, to contin- 
ually watch them In order that cor- 
ruption may not creep in. 


But in 1851, before the development 


of our railroad facilities, before the 
widespread circulation of newspapers 
and prior to the introduction of the 
telegraph and telephone, the people in 
the outlying parts of the state were as 
far removed from their representatives 
in Indianapolis as they would be today 
in !S"e\v York city. 


Hence it WHS practically impossible 


for the people themselves to exercise 
this function of check on their repre- 


• sentatives, and they were compelled to 


do the next best thing. They so con- 
structed their government that the 
authority was divided among niany 
nir'n. Then they tied these different 
departments fngt one to the other, so 
that each would operate as a check and 
balance on the other. 


Xow sucli a system was no doubt 


necessary in 1851, and under the simpli- 
fied conditions of that day worked very 
successfully. But with the functions of 
state government as manifold and com 
plcx us they are today this antiquated 
sysein of check and balances has be- 
come one of our greatest sources of 
corrupt politics and inefficient adminis- 
tration. 


Let us consider it first from the 


standpoint of mere business effi- 
ciency. Take It In tho lino of your 
own experience. When you appoint 
a committee to do a certain piece of 
work do you divide the responsibil- 
ity among ten men or three If you 
want to net the work done prompt- 
ly? 
We cannot expect to run this 


vast and complex Corporation known 
as the State of Indiana, and secure 
efficiency with 
machinery which 


breeds Inefficiency. 
Thus while the 


system of checks and balances has 
failed to cheek abusn of power and 
corrupt politics It has proved ad-

Validity of First Papers for 


Naturalization is Being 


Discussed. 


With the rush to the county clerk's 


office for second papers of naturaliza- 
tion an interesting question, which is 
being referred to the supreme court of 
the United States, has arisen. The 
question in debate Is in regard to the 
validity of the declaration of intention 
papers which were issued previous to 
1906. 


Courts in various parts of the coun- 


try, including federal courts, have de- 
cided that the papers are valid, while 
others have ruled that they are not. 
The Allen circuit court belongs to the 
majority which rule that these papers 
are valid and that on the presentation 
of them the applicant can secure his 
second papers. 


An amendment which will apply to 


hundreds of residents of Fort Wayne 
was made to the general law of natur- 
alization in 1910. This amendment 
rules that any person who has resided 
in the United States since 1905 and who 
has been living here under the belief 
that he is a full-fledged citizen of the 
United States or has been misinformed 
in any way in regard to his naturaliza- 
tion shall upon the presentation of 
these facts be given his second papers 
without even showing that he took out 
his first papers.

Mumps Contagious and Quite Common 


Mumps 


at This Season. 
is a contagious 
disease 


marked by inflammation of the parotid 


glands, which are sit- 
uated below and in 
front of the ears, and 
sometimes 
of 
the 


other salivary glands 
below the jaws. 
It 


is especially common 
in the cold, moist 
spring months. 


The disease begins 


with pain and swelling below the ear 
on one side. Within forty-eight hours 


large firm sensitive lump forms un- 


der the ear and extends forward on 
he face. 
Children between the ages of six and 


fifteen are the ones usually attacked 
by the disease, although grown per- 
sons may become affected. The disease 
n grown-ups is more severe than in 
children. 
The disease is believed to be con- 


racted by direct transmission from 
one person to another. It is seldom 
'atal, but it sometimes leaves unpleas- 
ant results. 


For thte reason 
the sick 
person 


should be well cared for until he has 
entirely recovered. A child suffering 
from mumps should be kept in the 
house away from other children. 
It 


must not receive any visitors until all 
of the swelling has gone. Other chil- 
dren In the house who have not had 
mumps should be kept away from 
school and contact with their play- 
mates for a period of three weeks after 
last exposure, to the disease. 


Children who have had mumps need 


not be kept away from school because 
there is a case at home. The quar- 
antine period Is two weeks. Before the 
patient is discharged from quarantine 
he must be given a thorough bath and 
a change of clothing.

boys before the brain is fully develop- 
ed tends to bring about degeneracy of 
the brain cells and produce a moral 
insanity. It develops criminal tenden- 
cies. These are the boys that we find 
in our juvenile courts, reform schools, 
and jails. Whenever I read of a das- 
tardly crime having been committed, 
by inquiry I have found that in prac- 
tically every case the criminal was a 
cigarette fiend. Go to any juvenile 
court, ask the judge what percentage 
of the youthful offenders are cigarette 
smokers. 
He will tell you nearly all 


of them are. 


I said to a Chicago detective during 


the time when the city was being ter- 
rorized by youthful automobile ban- 
dits, "Haven't you found that In near- 
ly every case these young criminals 
are cigarette fiends?" to which he re- 
plied, "In every case." One of these 
cases. Teddy Webb, who Is now serv- 
ing a life sentence for murdering a 
policeman. I found was a fine, prom- 
ising boy at tho age of 10 years, when 
he began to use cigarettes with the 
boys In the alleys. His downward 
career began at this point. At the age 
of 11 he robbed an old woman on the 
street and began to figure In the first 
police court. 
His downward career 


continued. He became a daring des- 
perado, and ended his criminal career 
by murdering a policeman. This Is an 
Illustration of what the cigarette may 
do for tho hoys who begin to smoke 
so early In life. 


At the Whlttler reform school. Cali- 


fornia. Dr. Coffin, who has been con- 
nected with it for n. number of years. 
Informed me that 9R out of every 100 
boys that have passed through that 
school were cigarette nmokorw, nnd 
9R out of each 
100 were cigarette 


fiends, nnd yet there are places where

wny of becoming addicts. These boys 
develop nervous und mental symptoms 
which makes It Impossible for them 
to study. They drop behind In their 


lass work and then out of school, 
hey have as little of a disposition to 
rork as they have to study; naturally 
hey associate with their kind. This 
eads to tho pool room, to gambling, 
nd to crime. In tho 10-year-old who 
mokes we have tho criminal In the 
making. In the daring desperado wo 


ave the finished product of tho clgar- 
tte. It is not merely a criminal ten- 
ency the practice develops. It de- 
clops an actual derangement of the 
rain cells and causes insanity.

cause, not an effect." If degeneracy 
is a cause, as it undoubtedly is, what 
is responsible for the cause? It can 
frequently be traced to the father who 
was- a smoker. It is merely a matter 
of the sins of the father being visited 
upon the children. There are many 
born into the world with a defective 
mental and moral heredity to begin 
with. Yes. it is true, these boys are 
apt to take up with the cigarette or 
dope and develop criminal tendencies. 
But the cigarette is capable of destroy- 
ing the brain cells of the boy with a 
good heredity. A few weeks ago two 
boys came to me through the solicita- 
tions of interested parties. Both be- 
gan using cigarettes at the same age 
and same time. 
One of these boys 


was picked up as a waif, and adopted 
by a good family. Nothing is known • 
of his ancestry- The other was a young 
man who had a splendid record a» 
far as ancestry was concerned. Neither 
his father or father's father had ever 
smoked or drank. Yet the latter boy 
seemed as hopelessly degenerate as th« 
other. 


I should not say these cases ar« 


hopeless. I know they are not. But 
when a boy becomes a cigarette flend 
It is seldom that he is rescued. Drunk- 
ards are known to weep and repent, 
the cigarette flend seldom if ever. I 
am sorry to say It, but In all my ex- 
perience with 
boys I have seldom 


known one who was a real fiend aver 
to manifest sufficient anxiety to 'get 
rid of the habit as to shed tears. I am 
saying this not to discourage, but-be- 
cause the seriousness of the cigarette 
problem Is not appreciated, and In th« 
hope that It will arouse fathers and 
mothers sufficiently to put forth a 
united effort to protect the boys, by 
topping the manufacture and sals ot 
Igarettes and the use of tobmeoo U» 
,ny form by Innocent boys. 


I have seen boys helped who wer» 


iot fiends, but who smoked cigarettes. 
Two mothers came to me a little over 
a year ago. 
They were 
concerned 


.bout their boys, who had formed th« 
igarette habit. They recognized their 
danger, for already the boys gav» evi- 
dence In their lives of the degenerat- 
nc Influence of the smoke. I said to 
he mothers. "Have your boy* com* 
ind see me." 
They came: after an 


earnest talk, pointing out the down- 
yard career of boys who 8mok«. I 
made nn appeal to them and knelt 
down with them in prayer. Each of- 
fered a broken petition. 
When ' w« 


arose I placed their hands tog»th»r 
nnd urged them to be a help and sup- 
port to one another, that while ""on* 
could rhaso a thousand, two could put 
ten thounand to flight. 


One year later I was walking along 


tho street of another city when two 
young men met me and said. "How do 
vou do. Doctor." I looked at them, 
;hen they said. "You do not know urn, 
do you? Do you remember th« two 
young men you prayed with at such 
a plnco?" I said, "Yes. I rem«tnber." 


Well." said they, "we are th« young 


men. 
We have not smoked since and 


are both here attending school and 
Ittlng ourselves to go to a foreign fleld 
as missionaries." 


I could of course tell of other similar 


cases. I have seen enough of thes«l 
to convince mo that no caw should 
bo regarded as entirely hopeless. But 
we ought to put forth every effort tar 
prevent boys from reaching the bor- 
der line, and In fact from taking ;thr 
first stop toward It. 
For the sake of our boys let ui t*Uc«,

How to Use Garden Cutworm Remedies 


Poteoned-Bran Baits Effective—Ditches, Barriers, or Arsenical Sprays For 


Extreme OoOnaks. 


Tomatoes, cabbages, sweet potatoes, 


lettuce and other truck plants, es- fatal 
peclally those which are started un- 
der glass and transplanted, are sub- 
ject to serious injury by cutworms. 
These pests appear sometimes in great 
numbers In the spring and early sum- 
mer and frequently do severe injury be- 
fore their ravages are noticed. Their 
method of attack is to cut off the young 
plants at about the surface of the 
ground, and as these caterpillars are 
of large size -.nil voracious feeders, they 
are capable of destroying many plants 
In a single night—frequently more than 
they can devour. Every year these in- 
sects, working generally throughout 
the United States, have destroyed hun- 
dreds of thousands oC dollars' worth! 
of crops. 
By the timely application 


of remedies, however, they readily can 
be controlled, .even over considerable 
areas. The usual method of control Is 
by the use of poisoned baits. 
How to Mix and Apply Poisoned Baits. 


Take a bushel of dry bran, add I 


pound of white arsenic or Paris green, 
and mix it thoroughly into mash with 
8 gallons of water In which has been 
stirred half a gallon of sorghum or 
other cheap molasses. 
(Arsenic and 
Paris green are deadly poisons. Han- 
dle them with great care.) 
This 


amount will be sufficient for the treat- 
ment of about 4 or 5 acres of culti- 
vated crops. After the mesh has stood 
for several hours, scatter It, in lumps 
about the size of a marble, over the 
fields where the injury is beginning to 
appear and about the bases of the 
plants set out. Apply late in the day. 
so as to place the poison about the 
plants before night, which is tho time 
when the cutworms are active. Apply 
a second time. If necessary. Keep chil- 
dren, live stock and chickens away 
from this bait. 
What To Do When Cutworms Travel 


Like Army Worms. 


When cutworms occur in unusual 


abundance, which happens locally, and 
sometimes generally, 
they exhaust 


their food supply and migrate to other 
Odds. This they do literally In armies, 
assuming what is called tho army 
worm habit. At such times it is neces- 
sary to treat them the same as army 
worms. 
While the methods which 


have been advised are valuable In such 
cases, they may be too glow to destroy 
all the cutworms, and other methods 
must be employed. These Include 
trenching, ditching, the plowing of deep 
furrows In advance of the traveling 
cutworms to trap them, and the drag- 
: 'ng of logs or brush through tho fur- 
i- 'vs. 
If the trenches can bo flilcd 


i !th water, the addition of n. small 
. -'rntlty of kerosene, so as to form a 


thJn scum on the surface, will prove 


to the cutworms, 
barriers of fence 


In extreme 
boards are 


erected and the tops smeared with tar 
or other sticky substances to stop the 
cutworms as they attempt to crawl 
over. 


Spraying With Arsenlcmls. 


In extremely severe attacks by cut- 


worms on choice plants there is some- 
titnes no opportunity to prepare the 
poisoned bait. In such cases an arsen- 
ate of lead spray will answer quite as 
well. In one instance a parsley fleld 
was sprayed with 4 pounds of arsen- 
ate of lead to 50 gallons of water; this 
killed all the cutworms, whereas if

two longer the field probably would 
have been destroyed. The result was

a perfect stand—the best ever made 
by the grower. In this case five appli- 
cations were necessary. 
Cultural Methods and Crop Rotation. 


Clean cultural methods and crop ro- 


tation are advisable, as are also fall 
plowing and disking, to prevent re- 
currences of cutworm attacks. 


Many cutworms can be destroyed 


where It Is possible to overflow the 
fields, particularly where irrigation is 
practiced. 


HIDES ARE VALUABLE. 


Probably no other article on a farm 


is given as Httlo consideration for the 
actual value involved as the hides and 
skins of cattle, horses and calves 
killed or which have died from natural 
or other causes. A great many people 
believe that hides are valuable only 
when taken from animals slaughtered 
for beef. While a hide taken olt in 
this manner usually Is more attractive 
to a tanner, hides from dead animals 
If removed within a reasonable time, 
command full value. 
Horse hides 


also bring a good price, although not 
as much as a cow hide as the leather 
can not bo used for sole leather pur- 
poses. 


When an animal dies It should bo 


skinned as noon ns possible, especially 
In warm weather. 


WASTE NO FOOD 


Food Waste of About 700 Million Dollar* 


•For partial immediate relief, erery individual and community should consider earn- 


estly the matter of food conservation and the limitation of waste. As a Nation we seem to have 
a disdain of economizing. In many homes there b a strong feeling that it is 'only decent' to 
provide more food than will be eaten and that it is demeaning to reckon closely. Tb* experts 
of the Department of Agriculture report to me that the dietary studies made by them point to 
an annual food waste of about $700,000,000. Of course, the waste in families of very limited 
means is slight, but in the families of moderate and ample means the waste is considerable. 
Even if the estimate were reduced by hall, the waste would still be enormous. 


"The food waste in the household, the experts assert, results in large measure from bad 


preparation and bad cooking, from improper care and handling, and, in wen-to-do families, 
from serving an undue number of courses and an over-abundant supply and failing to 
save and utilize the food not consumed.

DRAG ALL THE COUNTRY ROADS AND MAKE REAL HIGHWAYS 


In. rsatntalnlng an earth road In tol-I 


Arabic condition for spring trafflc. tho 
most important thing Is to get tho 
•.v-iic.r away from the road and to keep 
it away. To get the best results, this 
should be done all through the fall and 
winter. But. In any event. It will pay 
tho county in tho early spring to have 
the road man go over the road dally 
to see that drains and side ditches do 
not become clogged. It Is at this time, 
also, that the road drag can be em- 
ployed to tho best advantage. 
By 


clearing a roadway of slush and melt- 
ing snow. It will prevent tho water 
from soaking into and softening the 
lubgrndc. 


This work is especially important if 


the road has been neglected through 
the winter. Soil saturated with water 
expands greatly when it freezes. When 
tt thaws out again, it has not only lost 
practically all Its power of sustain- 


ing the weight or trafllc. but It also Is 
In a condition that enables it to absorb 
water readily anil form mud. 


Mud holes. In fact, are the cause of 


most of tho trouble on clay or gumbo 
roads. To get rid of them, the lint 
step Is to dig a. trench to the side and 
allow tho water and mud to drain off. 
If necessary, tho side ditches should bo 
opened also. After this all of the soft 
mud left In tho hole should be removed 
and the bottom of the trench filled 
with broken stono or coarse gravel in 
order to provide a drain that will pre- 
vent the further 
accumulation 
of 


water. Gravel, if available, is the best 
material for tilling the old mud hole. 
If none can be obtained, the best earth 
on hnnd should be tamped down in 3 
or 4-Inch layers. To attempt to (111 a 
mud hole by throwing in large stones 
Is fatal. It simply results in two mud 
holes instead of one. It Is useless, too,

THE ONION 


Onions are a staple crop that Is

tho road may become thoroughly con- 
solidated before tbo dry summer 
weather comes.

'Pasteurization makes milk 
safer. 


Milk, to keep properly, should never 


get warmer than BO degrees F. until It 
Is consumed. Tho lower the tempera- 
ture tho better tho milk will keep. 


Bacteria—such ns those which cause 


milk to sour—develop very slowly and 
cause little change In milk kept at 
such low temperatures. 


A slight rise in temperature, even for 


a short time, permits these bacteria to 
multiply rapidly and bring about rapid 
deterioration of the milk, which may 
render It unfit for ordinary us*. 


Don't leave your milk bottles on a 


hot porch or doorstep. A short ex- 
posure In the sun or a warm place 
hastens the spoiling even of cold, bot- 
tled milk. 


Have the milkman put your milk 


Into tho refrigerator. 
If this is Im- 


possible provide, in warm weather, a 
box with ice. or a bucket of water in a 
shady place, for the milk. 


At any rate have the bottles left In 


the coolest nnd shadiest place about 
your premises.

Don't leave milk In bottles or ves- 


sels in a warm room for a moment 
longer than is necessary. 


Never pour milk, which has been

THE ESSENTIALS OP GARDENING. 


The essentials for successful garden-
